The nation faces the prospect to- 
day of possibly 10 per cent less 
meat by early 1948. 


Such a reduction would be ac-

These possibilities are based on 


an agriculture department crop 
report yesterday 
forecasting 
a 


sharp drop in the Corn crop .as a 
result of one of the worst ^plant- 
ing seasons on record. 
' . 


The corn crop — which is the 


basic raw material for meat, dairy 
and poultry products — was fore- 
cast at 6,612,809,'000 bushels. This 
compares with last year's record 
of 3,287,927,000, the government's 
goal of 3,000,000,000 bushels and a 
10-year average of 2,639,927,000. 


Officials said a crop of around 


2,850,000,000 bushels of good qual- 
ity corn would be needed to main- 
tain rnpat production at the pres- 
ent level of 153 pounds a year for 
each consumer. 


Would Cut Meats Down 


A crop of the size indicated, 


officials said, would require a cut 
in meat production of about 10 
per cent, or about 15 pounds per 
consumer. This still, 
however, 


would leave supplies at about'138 
pounds per person compared with

over Farley's protest.

Wiljkie.) 


Farley, -recounted a 
conversa- 


tion he said he had in Washington 
with Hull weeks after the conten- 
tion, when. Hull disclosed Roose- 
velt had offered him the vice- 
presidential nomination. 


"He tried everything he could 


to get me to take it,"^ Hull was 
quoted as saying. "He argued and 
smiled. Then he smiled and argued. 
I said, 'no, by God! and 'by God, 
no!' and that's all there was to 
it. I felt he was trjdng to kick 
me upstairs."

In the end you may have to 


pay for it, and in a number of 
different ways. 


Before seeing- why it was easy 


for Lewis, just step back a second 
into some recent history. 


During the war and for some 


time afterward the government 
controlled prices and wages. 


When Lewis wanted wage in- 


creases for his miners, the owners 
yelled, they couldn't do it without 
price increases for their coal. 


This put the government on a 


hot spot, since it was sitting on 
both prices and wages. 


No Cositrols Now 


To keep peace, it several times 


had to step in and run the mines 
itself. 
' But the government last year, 
1946, finally gave up its control 
over prices and wages. 


Yet, during one of the squabbles 


between Lewis and the 
owners 


more than a year ago the govern- 
ment took over the mines'- and 
made a contract with Lews.- 


The- government held Lewis to 


that contract even after it had 
abandoned its price controls.

That 
was Czechoslavakia — Slavic in 
origin but western m its ideas anc 
ideals. Moscow put on the screws 
and the Prague government, with 
its Communist premier, gave in. 


Plan Counter Program 


Indications are that Russia, is 


preparing to inaugurate a countei 
economic program for her eastern 
bloc. Thus, as things now stand, 
instead of a coordinated effort in 
the interest of European rehabili- 
tation there will be two competin 
areas. Each of them will have re- 
sources which the other needs and 
can't get.- 


So far as concerns any Mus- 


covite plan to provide the where- 
withal for economic rehabilitation 
of the eastern bloc, it is obvious 
that the Soviet union isn't in 
position to supply anything like 
all the needs. As the present 
crisis has boiled up the government 
announce^ (presumably for 
the 


benefit of its satellites) that it 
has had wide successes in its own 
domestic recovery program. 
A 


large increase in crop acreage is 
reported, 
and 
industrial 
pro- 


duction is said to be up 15 per 
cent, but that doesn't suffice for 
Russia's own requirements. 


Facing Stiff Task 


Of course that situation may 


change with time. If Moscow can 
hold its satellites in line for a few 
years on short rations, 
perhaps 


the Soviet can engineer the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of its 
bloc.

Use pennies or nickels throughout entire total 


period of 2 hours. Each penny pays for ]2 minutes 
of time. Each DC coin pays for 60 minutes of time. 
(A penny will not operate the meter in the nickel 
slot.) 


The important thing for the parker to remem- 


ber is that he must maniuplate the meter himself 
by turning the handle at the front, to set the 
timing device in operation. 
Under no circum- 


stances will police officers be authorized to 
manipulate the meter, except for purpose of 
possible instruction when enforcement is first 
started. 


SUNDAYS AND LEGAL HOLIDAYS 


EXCEPTED 


Jt shall be unlawful during said hours for 
the 


owner or owners or operators of any vehicle to 
permit the same to remain in a parking space for 
a period longer than two (2) hours, irrespective 
of the number of coins deposited.

Former 
Treasury Undersecretary

said the treasury "juggled" the 
figures to sustain the Truman fis- 
cal argument against tax reduc- 
tion. In truth, Snyder had reduced 
the debt by 11% billion in the year 
then closing.

. AUTHORITIES DISAGREE 
Chicago, July 
11 
_(AP)— 


Livestock and meat authorities in 
the nation's largest marketing cen- 
ter disagreed today as to the ef- 
fect' on supplies indicated in the 
government's forecast of a sharp 
drop in the corn crop. 


H. M. Conway, market analyst 


for the National Livestock Pro- 
ducers Association, • termed 
the 


government's estimated 
produc- 


tion as "optimistic" and said the 
country was in a "fairly critical 
situation which is more likely to 
go worse than not." 


See Little Effect 


The American Meat Institute, 


however, said it could "see no 
drastic effect on meat supplies or 
prices" resulting from the pos- 
sible short crop, while a spokes- 
man for one of the large meat 
packing companies said the re- 
duced production of corn was "un- 
likely to have much effect be- 
cause of the much larger carry- 
over of corn this year than last". 


Conway said the estimated 2,- 


612,000,000-bushel corn crop was 
"right on the critical edge as far 
as livestock production is 
con- 


cerned. It is not bad enough to 
force liquidation of breeding stock, 
but if it should drop to 2,400,000,- 
000 or below you will see mark- 
eting of sows and 
gilts which 


would be the source of future 
pork supplies. 


Depends On Weather 


"Both yield and total produc- 


tion of corn will depend on our 
subsequent 
weather 
conditions. 


We haven't yet had any real 'corn 
weather.' and because of the late 
season the crop likely -vvill be soft 
with high moisture content and 
low feeding- quality. 


"This means the feeding ratio 


likely will be low ancf the farm- 
er will not Inez-ease his i, hog pro- 
duction until he can see good com 
prospects and a good feed ratio. 


"The result will be no increase 


in pork production. Hogs will be 
marketed at lighter weight and 
this will bring less tonnage. That 
situation will last clear into late 
next year. 


"As for cattle, fewer will be 


finished out and there will be a 
continued 
shortage 
of better 


grades of beef. There will be more 
of the lower grades because of 
the large number of range cattle 
which will be kept out on grass 
instead of being run through ^he 
feedlots. This condition also will 
last until late next year."
